U.S.  exports  of  tomato  products  in  marketing  year  1997/98  (July-June)  are  forecast  at  a  record  value 
of  $240  million,  based  on  higher  exports  to  date.  Tomato  product  shipments  during  the  first  1 0  months 
of  MY  1  997/98  were  valued  at  about  $198  million.  Tomato  paste  and  sauce  accounted  for  the  bulk  of 
U.S.  tomato  products  exported  thus  far.  Canada  accounted  for  most  of  U.S.  canned  tomatoes,  tomato 
paste,  and  tomato  sauce  exports,  with  Japan  being  the  largest  market  for  ketchup.  Canada  was  the 
top  sauce  market,  followed  by  Mexico,  Japan,  Saudi  Arabia,  and  the  United  Kingdom.  Other  growing 
markets  for  U.S.  tomato  sauce  include  Taiwan,  Sweden,  Korea,  France,  and  Hong  Kong.  Strong 
international  demand  and  excellent  quality  of  U.S.  product  have  bolstered  U.S.  shipments  of  tomato 
products  in  recent  years.  Prospects  for  continued  growth  in  U.S.  tomato  product  exports  look  good.

Export  Summary 

U.S.  exports  of  horticultural  products  to  all  countries  in  April  totaled  $865.5  million,  up  4  percent  from 
the  same  month  a  year  earlier.  Nine  out  of  15  categories  registered  increases.  Categories  with  the 
most  significant  increases  in  April  were  wine  (up  $21 .1  million  or  65  percent),  fresh  vegetables  (up  $15 
million  or  1 4  percent),  tree  nuts  (up$1  2.7  million  or  20  percent)  and  frozen  vegetables  (up$5.6  million 
or  1 6  percent) .  The  categories  with  the  most  significant  decreases  were  miscellaneous  products  (down 
$21.3  million  or  1 0  percent)  and  fruit/vegetable  juices  (down  $6  million  or  1 0  percent).  For  FY  1 998 
to  date  (October-April),the  total  value  of  U.S.  horticultural  exports  was  $6.1  billion-1  percent  below 
FY  1997  during  the  same  time  period.

POLICY  UPDATES 

China  opens  doors  to  California  grapes  from 
all  producing  regions 

On  May  8,  1  998,  the  USDA's  Animal  and  Plant 
Health  Inspection  Service  signed  an  agreement 
with  the  Government  of  China  permitting  the 
entry  of  grapes  grown  in  Riverside  County, 
California,  effectively  opening  the  market  to  all 
producing  regions  of  the  state.  This  agreement 
expanded  the  original  phytosanitary  agreement 
signed  in  Beijing  on  May  12,  1997  which 
granted  official  access  for  California  table 
grapes  to  enter  China's  market,  beginning  with 
crop  year  1997.  The  original  agreement 
provided  access  only  for  grapes  produced  in 
Kern,  Tulare,  Fresno  and  Madera  counties. 
Kings  County  was  added  shortly  thereafter. 

The  May  8  agreement  provides  the  California 
table  grape  industry  with  a  major  new 
marketing  opportunity,  as  some  of  the  first 
grapes  of  the  season  come  from  Riverside 
County.  However,  China's  current  high  duty  -- 
40  percent,  plus  1  3  percent  VAT  --  is  expected 
to  constrain  sales  significantly.  The  ongoing 
WTO  accession  negotiations  offer  an  excellent 
opportunity  to  address  this  issue  for  grapes, 
along  with  similar  concerns  for  a  wide  range  of 
other  agricultural  products. 

Korea  enacts  new  pesticide  tolerance  levels 
for  oranges 

According  to  the  U.S.  Agricultural  Minister- 
Counselor  office  in  Seoul,  Korea's  government, 
following  several  months  of  internal  delay, 
formally  approved  increased  residue  tolerance 
levels  for  a  number  of  pesticides  used 
commonly  on  fresh  oranges  effective  May  16, 
1998,  a  very  favorable  development  for  U.S. 
citrus  exporters.  In  the  past,  Korea  had 
rejected  several  shipments  of  California  oranges 
due  to  violative  levels  of  pesticide  residues.  In 
all  cases,  Korea's  established  tolerance  levels 
for  the  pesticides  in  question  (i.e.,  carbaryl  & 
methidathion)  were  well  below  that  of  Codex, 
of  which  Korea  is  a  member.  FAS  had  formally 
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requested  that  Korea  raise  its  tolerance  levels 
to  match  those  of  Codex  and,  in  January,  the 
Korean  government  publicly  announced  its 
intention  to  do  so. 

The  value  of  U.S.  orange  exports  to  Korea  in 
CY1997  topped  $20  million,  up  from  $14 
million  in  the  preceding  year.  Beginning  July  1 , 
1997,  the  Uruguay  Round  Agreement  provided 
for  out-of-quota  sales  to  Korea  for  the  first 
time,  a  development  that,  is  expected  to  lead 
to  a  significant  increase  in  U.S.  exports  in  the 
coming  years. 

Yemen  opens  market  to  some  fruit  & 
vegetable  imports;  apple  access  delayed 

Yemen's  government  has  issued  a  decree 
opening  its  market,  effective  immediately,  to  a 
range  of  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables,  according 
to  a  report  from  the  Agricultural  Trade  Officer 
headquartered  in  Riyadh.  Items  that  can  now 
be  legally  imported  under  the  recent  decree 
include  pears,  kiwifruit,  strawberries, 
cranberries,  dates,  figs,  avocados,  cabbage, 
cauliflower,  broccoli,  asparagus,  celery, 
eggplant,  mushrooms,  sweet  corn,  spinach, 
and  sweet  potatoes.  Yemeni  government 
officials  have  further  indicated  that  a  second 
tranche  of  fresh  fruit  and  vegetable  products 
will  be  liberalized  on  January  1 ,  1 999,  with  the 
market  opening  completely  to  all  fruits  and 
vegetables  by  January  1,  2000. 

Unfortunately,  the  Yemeni  government  decided 
to  postpone  the  liberalization  of  apple  imports, 
a  setback  for  longstanding  FAS  efforts  to 
secure  access  to  the  market.  However,  it 
remains  possible  that  apples  may  be  included  in 
the  tranche  of  products  scheduled  for 
liberalization  in  January  1999.  The  Yemen 
market  shows  significant  potential  as  a  market 
for  U.S.  apples.  Efforts  to  open  the  market  to 
U.S.  apples  continue. 
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EXPORT  NEWS  AND  OPPORTUNITIES 

USDA  Amends  Egypt,  Phillippines  and  Turkey 
GSM-102  Programs 

Since  the  last  publication,  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture  (USDA)  has 
amended  the  Egypt,  Philippines  and  Turkey 
GSM-102  programs.  On  May  8,  the  USDA 
increased  by  $50  million  the  allocation  of  credit 
guarantees  for  sales  of  U.S.  agricultural 
commodities  to  Turkey  for  fiscal  year  1998. 
This  action  increases  the  total  1998  allocation 
for  sales  to  Turkey  from  $250  million  to  $300 
million.  All  other  terms  and  conditions 
previously  announced  remain  the  same. 
Canned  vegetables  are  eligible  under  the  Turkey 
GSM-102  program. 

On  June  15,  USDA  issued  press  releases  on 
the  Egypt  and  Philippines  GSM-102  programs. 
The  Philippines  GSM-102  program  was 
amended  to  include  wine  and  brandy  as  eligible 
products.  All  other  terms  and  conditions 
previously  announced  remain  the  same. 

USDA  also  amended  the  allocation  of  credit 
guarantees  available  for  sales  of  U.S. 
agricultural  commodities  to  Egypt  under  the 
GSM-102  program  for  fiscal  year  1998.  The 
total  1998  authorization  for  coverage  to  Egypt 
under  GSM-102  remains  unchanged  at  $225 
million,  with  $100  million  operational.  The 
following  horticultural  products/commodities 
are  now  eligible  under  the  Egypt  GSM-102 
program:  canned  fruit,  dried  fruit,  tree  nuts 
and  canned  vegetables.  All  other  terms  and 
conditions  previously  announced  remain  the 
same. 

The  GSM-102  program  makes  available 
financing  for  the  sales  of  U.S.  agricultural 
commodities  overseas.  USDA  does  not  provide 
financing,  but  guarantees  payments  due  from 
foreign  banks.  USDA  typically  guarantees  98 
percent  of  the  principal  and  a  portion  of  the 
interest.  The  GSM-102  program  covers  credit 
terms  from  90  days  to  3  years. 
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Under  the  program,  once  a  firm  sale  exists,  the 
qualified  U.S.  exporter  applies  for  a  payment 
guarantee  before  the  date  of  export.  The  U.S. 
exporter  pays  a  fee  calculated  on  the  dollar 
amount  guaranteed,  based  on  a  schedule  of 
rates  applicable  to  different  lengths  of  credit 
periods.  The  CCC-approved  foreign  bank  issues 
a  dollar-denominated,  irrevocable  letter  of  credit 
in  favor  of  the  U.S.  exporter,  ordinarily  advised 
or  confirmed  by  the  financial  institution  in  the 
United  States  agreeing  to  extend  credit  to  the 
foreign  bank.  The  U.S.  exporter  may  negotiate 
an  arrangement  to  be  paid  as  exports  occur  by 
assigning  the  U.S.  financial  institution  the  right 
to  proceeds  that  may  become  payable  under 
the  guarantee,  and  later  presenting  required 
documents  to  that  financial  institution.  Such 
documents  normally  include  a  copy  of  the 
export  report. 

If  a  foreign  bank  fails  to  make  any  payment  as 
agreed,  the  exporter  or  the  assignee  may  file  a 
claim  with  USDA  for  the  amounts  due  and 
covered  by  the  guarantee.  USDA  will  pay  the 
U.S.  bank  and  will  take  on  the  responsibility 
of  collecting  the  overdue  amount  from  the 
foreign  bank. 

The  table  on  page  13  presents  FY  1998  GSM- 
102  programs  for  which  USDA  has  authorized 
credit  guarantees  for  sales  of  U.S.  horticultural 
products  as  of  June  19,  1998.  Additional 
information  about  the  GSM-102  program, 
regulations,  country  specific  press  releases  and 
program  announcements,  and  a  Monthly 
Summary  of  Export  Credit  Guarantee  Program 
Activity  may  be  accessed  on  the  Internet  at:

Supplier  Credit  Guarantee  Program:  No  Activity 
Since  Last  Publication 

The  Supplier  Credit  Guarantee  Program  (SCGP) 
is  unique  because  it  covers  short-term  financing 
extended  directly  by  U.S.  exporters  to  foreign 
buyers  and  requires  that  the  importers  sign  a 
promissory  note  in  case  of  default  on  the  CCC- 
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backed  payment  guarantee.  The  SCGP 
emphasizes  high-value  and  value-added 
products,  but  may  include  commodities  or 
products  that  also  have  been  programmed 
under  the  GSM-102  program. 

The  table  on  page  14  presents  the  FY  1998 
SCGPs  for  which  USDA  has  authorized  credit 
guarantees  for  sales  of  U.S.  horticultural 
products  as  of  June  19,  1998.  Additional 
information  about  the  SCGP,  regulations, 
country  specific  press  releases  and  program 
announcements,  and  a  Monthly  Summary  of 
Export  Credit  Guarantee  Program  Activity  may 
be  accessed  on  the  Internet  at:

Mexican  and  Greek  asparagus  production  to 
increase 

Mexican  asparagus  production  for  marketing 
year  1998  (Jan-Dec)  is  forecast  to  reach 
34,000  metric  tons,  up  13  percent  from  the 
previous  year,  due  mostly  to  increased  acreage 
and  higher  yields.  Over  95  percent  of  Mexico's 
asparagus  is  produced  in  Sonora,  Baja 
California  and  Guanajuato.  Mexico's  asparagus 
exports  for  marketing  year  1 998  are  forecast  at 
26,000  tons.  Approximately  75  to  80  percent 
of  Mexico's  fresh  asparagus  exports  are 
destined  for  the  United  States,  with  the 
balance  going  to  Europe  and  Japan. 

Greek  asparagus  production  has  steadily 
increased  since  its  introduction  in  the  late 
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1980's,  reaching  an  estimated  production  level 
in  1998  of  30,000  tons.  Production  includes 
both  white  and  violet  asparagus  and  is 
harvested  from  early  February  to  mid-May. 
Greece  exports  about  80  percent  of  its 
production  to  Germany,  with  small  quantities 
going  to  France,  Holland  and  Spain.  Spain 
buys  second  quality  mostly  for  canning.  The 
Greek  government  has  encouraged  the 
production  of  asparagus  as  an  alternative  crop. 
European  Union  (EU)  subsidies  are  available  for 
asparagus  planting,  maintenanceand  machinery 
purchases.

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Processed  Tomato  Products  Situation 
and  Outlook  in  Selected  Countries 


Favorable  weather  and  higher  market  prices  triggered  a  rise  in  output  of 
processing  tomatoes  in  selected  countries.  The  production  of  processing 
tomatoes  in  1 1  major  producing  countries  in  1998  is  forecast  at  21  million  metric 
tons,  up  9  percent  from  1997.  The  rise  in  production  is  the  result  of  larger 
increases  expected  in  Turkey,  Israel  and  Portugal.  Tomato  paste  exports  in 
selected  countries  for  1 998/99  are  forecast  to  increase  1 6  percent  above  the 
previous  year,  with  canned  tomato  exports  forecast  to  increase  less  than  1 
percent,  due  to  increased  consumption  and  reduced  carryover  stocks.  U.S. 
tomato  paste  exports  to  date  (July-April)  1997/98  totaled  115,000  tons,  up  5 
percent  from  the  same  period  last  year.  Canada,  Japan,  Korea  and  Italy 
accounted  for  the  lion's  share  of  U.S.  paste  exports.  U.S.  exports  of  tomato 
sauce  totaling  77,000  tons  for  the  same  period  continued  to  grow,  up  22  percent 
above  the  previous  year.  Canada  was  the  top  sauce  market,  followed  by  Mexico, 
Japan,  Saudi  Arabia,  and  the  United  Kingdom;  while  growth  markets  include 
Taiwan,  Sweden,  Korea,  France  and  Hong  Kong.

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Western  Hemisphere 

Production  of  tomatoes  for  processing  in  the  United 
States  under  contract  in  1998  is  estimated  at  9.5 
million  metric  tons,  up  5  percent  from  1997.  This 
increase  is  due  largely  to  higher  processor  demand 
and  improved  prices.  However,  due  to  some  late 
plantings  this  year  caused  by  excessive  rains  and 
cool  weather  in  key  producing  states,  growers 
production  costs  may  be  higher  because  of  the  effort 
to  control  fungus  and  other  related  production 
problems. 

In  marketing  year  1997/98  U.S.  exports  to  date 
(July-April)  of  tomato  products--canned  tomatoes, 
tomato  paste,  tomato  sauce  and  ketchup  totaled 
258,000  tons,  valued  at  $197  million,  up  7  percent 
in  volume  and  3  percent  in  value  from  the  same 
period  a  year  earlier.  Canada  accounted  for  the 
lion's  share  of  canned  tomatoes,  tomato  paste  and 
tomato  sauce  exports,  with  Japan  being  the  biggest 
market  for  ketchup. 

U.S.  imports  of  processed  tomato  products-canned 
tomatoes,  tomato  sauce,  tomato  paste  and  ketchup- 
in  1997/98  (July-April)  totaled  73,000  tons,  up  12 
percent  from  the  same  period  the  previous  year,  due 
mainly  to  increased  imports  of  ketchup  from  Canada 
and  canned  tomatoes  from  Italy  and  Spain.  Since 
the  United  States'  elimination  of  the  100  percent 
punitive  duty  on  imports  of  Italian,  Spanish  and  other 
EU  canned  tomatoes  in  July  1996,  imports  have 
increased  dramatically.  The  duty  had  been  originally 
imposed  in  response  to  the  EU/U.S.  beef  hormone 
dispute. 

In  Mexico,  production  of  tomatoes  for  processing  in 
1998/99  is  forecast  at  290,000  tons,  down  3 
percent  from  the  previous  season,  due  mostly  to  an 
increase  in  export  demand  for  fresh  tomatoes.  Most 
tomato  processing  plants  in  Mexico  operate  from 
March  to  June. 

Mexico's  tomato  paste  production  for  1998/99 
(March  to  February)  is  forecast  to  increase  20 
percent  to  42,000  tons  due  to  greater  availability  of 
tomatoes  for  the  processing  industry,  plus  increased 
demand  from  the  European  market.  Imports  of 
tomato  paste,  mainly  from  the  United  States,  during 
the  same  period  are  forecast  at  6,000  tons,  up 
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dramatically  from  the  500  tons  imported  in  1  997/98. 
This  increase  in  imports  is  due  to  greater  demand  for 
tomato  paste  from  the  dehydration  industry  for 
tomato  powder  production.  About  75  to  80  percent 
of  the  tomato  powder  production  is  exported  to  the 
United  States. 

In  Brazil,  production  of  tomatoes  for  processing  in 
1998  is  forecast  at  1.05  million  tons,  up  slightly 
from  1997,  due  mainly  to  an  increase  in  harvested 
area  and  greater  demand  for  processed  tomato 
products. 

In  Brazil,  about  70  to  75  percent  of  processing 
tomatoes  go  into  tomato  paste  and  extracts.  The 
majority  of  the  paste  is  used  in  further  processing 
into  consumer-readysauces  and  other  such  products. 
Production  of  tomato  paste  in  Brazil  in  1998  is 
forecast  at  107,000  tons,  up  5  percent  from  1997, 
due  mostly  to  increased  domestic  demand.  Shifts  in 
Brazilian  consumption  pattern  toward  consumer- 
ready  tomato  products  will  continue  to  occur  in 
1998,  as  urbanization  and  the  need  for  fast  foods 
and  shorter  lunch  hours  continue. 

Brazil's  tomato  paste  exports  in  1 998/99  are  forecast 
at  10,000  tons,  up  4  percent  from  the  revised 
1997/98  volume,  because  of  increased  domestic 
demand.  Brazilian  exports  of  tomato  paste  and  other 
tomato  products  are  slated  primarily  for  South 
American  countries,  particularly  Argentina. 

In  Chile,  the  production  of  tomatoes  for  processing 
in  1998  is  forecast  at  790,000  tons,  up  8  percent 
from  the  revised  1997  level,  due  largely  to  increases 
in  planted  area.  Excess  rain  last  spring  delayed  the 
establishment  of  seedbeds  and  the  planting  of 
tomatoes.  As  a  result,  a  higher  percentage  of 
planted  area  than  normal  had  to  be  replanted,  which 
raised  the  expected  level  of  production. 

Tomatoes  for  processing  in  Chile  are  planted  from 
mid-September  through  early  December  and 
harvested  from  around  January  10  through  April  1  5. 
The  tomato  processing  industry  in  Chile  produces 
mainly  tomato  paste  and  canned  tomatoes,  destined 
primarily  for  the  export  market.  The  canned 
products  include  whole-peeled,  diced-peeled  and 
crushed  tomatoes.  There  are  8  major  tomato 
processing  plants  in  Chile  with  the  current  installed 
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capacity  ranging  from  120,000  to  140,000  tons. 

Brazil  is  Chile's  largest  export  market  for  tomato 
paste,  followed  by  Argentina,  Japan,  Venezuela,  and 
Colombia;  while,  the  United  States  remains  Chile's 
largest  export  market  for  canned  tomatoes. 

Mediterranean  Area 

Production  of  tomatoes  for  processing  in  1998  in 
major  producing  countries  in  the  European  Union  (EU) 
is  forecast  at  6.8  million  tons,  down  4  percent  from 
1997. 

In  Italy,  production  of  tomatoes  for  processing  in 
1998  is  forecast  at  3.5  million  tons,  down  slightly 
from  the  previous  season,  which  is  in  line  with  the 
EU's  tomato  processing  quota  for  Italy  of  3.47 
million  tons.  Italy's  output  of  tomatoes  for 
processing  over  the  next  few  years  is  forecast  to 
remain  reasonably  stable.  In  1997,  spring  frost  and 
some  virus  outbreaks  were  the  primary  reasons  for 
reduced  output  compared  to  1996.  Apulia,  located 
in  Southeastern  Italy,  accounts  for  approximately  60 
percent  of  the  Italian  processing  tomato  output. 

Production  of  canned  tomatoes  in  1 998  is  forecast  at 
1.47  million  tons,  up  10  percent  from  the  revised 
1997  volume.  Canned  tomato  exports  in  1998  are 
expected  to  approximate  the  previous  year's  level 
(700,000  tons).  Tomato  paste  production  in  1998 
is  forecast  at  270,000  tons,  down  3  percent  from 

1 997  due  mostly  to  reduced  deliveries  to  processors. 
Tomato  paste  exports  in  1998  are  forecast  at 
260,000  tons,  unchanged  from  the  1997.  Italian 
consumption  of  tomato  paste  in  1998  is  expected  to 
total  about  72,000  tons,  down  slightly  from  1997. 
However,  tomato  paste  consumption  in  Italy  is 
declining  at  the  expense  of  increased  use  of  sauce, 
crushed  and  chopped  tomato  products.  Italian 
exports  of  tomato  products  during  1 997  increased  3 
percent  due  to  more  favorable  international  prices. 
Italian  exports  of  tomato  sauce  in  1997  remained 
stable  at  27,000  tons,  with  France,  Germany  and  the 
United  Kingdom  being  the  primary  markets. 

In  Portugal,  the  output  of  tomatoes  for  processing  in 

1998  is  forecast  at  975,000  tons,  up  26  percent 
from  1997.  The  increase  is  due  largely  to  farmers 
shifting  areas  formerly  planted  to  corn  into  tomato 
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production  because  of  higher  prices  received  for 
tomato  products.  Tomato  paste  production  accounts 
for  the  bulk  of  Portugal's  processed  production.  In 
1 998,  paste  production  is  forecast  at  1 65,000  tons, 
up  22  percent  from  the  revised  1997  level,  due 
mostly  to  an  increase  in  planted  area.  Production  of 
other  processed  tomato  products,  like  diced 
tomatoes,  pizza  sauce  and  tomato  pulp,  are  expected 
to  increase  slightly  during  this  period. 

Exports  of  tomato  paste  by  Portugal  in  1998  are 
forecast  at  140,000  tons,  up  100  percent  from  last 
year's  revised  level.  In  1997,  the  EU  countries 
accounted  for  almost  80  percent  of  Portugal's  total 
tomato  paste  exports,  followed  by  Japan,  Saudi 
Arabia  and  other  countries  accounting  for  the 
balance. 

In  Greece,  production  of  tomatoes  for  processing  in 
1998  is  forecast  at  1.3  million  tons,  up  5  percent 
from  1997,  due  to  favorable  prices  and  increased 
demand.  Also,  production  of  tomatoes  for 
processing  in  1998  is  expected  to  further  increase, 
as  stocks  on  hand  are  nearly  non-existent,  and  the 
recent  devaluation  of  the  Greek  drachma  will  make 
tomato  product  exports  from  Greece  more 
competitive  on  the  international  market.  In  Greece 
the  consumption  of  crushed,  chopped  and  diced 
tomato  products  is  increasing  over  whole  peeled 
tomatoes,  while  a  slight  decline  is  observed  in 
passata  consumption. 

The  other  EU  countries  continue  to  represent  the 
largest  export  market  for  Greek  tomato  products,  as 
well  as  the  major  source  of  almost  all  tomato  product 
imports  into  Greece  (mainly  from  Italy). 

In  Spain,  production  of  tomatoes  for  processing  in 
1998  is  forecast  at  1.0  million  tons,  up  5  percent 
from  the  previous  year.  The  availability  of  water  for 
irrigation  throughout  Spain's  tomato  production  area 
is  the  primary  reason  for  the  increase. 

Canned  tomato  production  in  Spain  in  1998  is 
forecast  at  175,500  tons,  up  8  percent  from  the 
previous  year.  Tomato  paste  production  in  1998  is 
forecast  at  132,000  tons,  up  1  percent  from  a  year 
ago,  due  mostly  to  increased  tomato  deliveries  to 
processors. 
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Spain  is  a  net  exporter  of  fresh,  canned  tomatoes, 
tomato  paste  and  other  products.  In  1998,  Spanish 
exports  of  canned  tomatoes  are  forecast  at  70,000 
tons,  up  3  percent  from  1997.  Traditionally,  the 
other  EU  countries  have  accounted  for  the  bulk  of 
Spain's  canned  tomato  exports.  With  the  decrease 
in  U.S.  tariffs  on  imported  EU  canned  tomatoes, 
Spanish  exports  of  canned  peeled  tomatoes  to  the 
United  States  in  1997  totaled  2,779  tons,  up  161 
percent  above  1996,  with  further  growth  expected 
to  occur  in  1998.  Spain's  exports  of  tomato  paste 
in  1998  are  forecast  at  51,000  tons,  up  3  percent 
from  1997.  Other  EU  countries  are  Spain's 
traditional  markets.  Spain's  exports  of  tomato 
powder  in  1997  are  estimated  at  15,000  tons. 

In  Turkey,  production  of  tomatoes  for  processing  in 
1998  is  forecast  at  1.8  million  tons,  up  64  percent 
from  last  year's  weather  reduced  crop.  However, 
there  is  growing  concern  that  continued  cool  and 
wet  weather  could  result  in  production  problems 
similar  to  last  year's.  Tomatoes  produced  for 
processing  in  Turkey  account  for  about  25  percent  of 
total  production,  with  the  remainder  utilized  for  fresh 
consumption.  Approximately  80  percent  of  the 
processed  production  is  used  to  produce  tomato 
paste,  1 5  percent  for  canned  tomatoes  and  the 
balance  for  catsup,  juice  and  other  products. 
Transplanting  of  tomatoes  in  Turkey  starts  around 
mid-April,  with  harvesting  of  early  varieties  beginning 
in  late  July  and  a  peak  harvest  occurring  around  mid- 
August.  Since  all  harvesting  is  done  by  hand,  3  or  4 
pickings  are  possible  and  can  extend  until  early 
October. 

Tomato  paste  production  in  Turkey  in  1998  is 
forecast  at  290,000  tons,  up  2  percent  from  last 
year's  fungus  problem  crop.  Approximately  5,000 
tons  of  tomato  paste  are  produced  at  home. 
Turkey's  annual  tomato  paste  production  capacity  is 
estimated  at  about  400,000  tons,  with  actual  utilized 
capacity  at  about  325,000  tons. 

There  are  no  official  statistics  on  tomato  and  tomato 
products  production  and  stocks.  Stock  figures  in  this 
report  are  calculated  as  the  residual  of  all  other 
factors  and  include  all  products  in  all  parts  of  the 
distribution  network. 

The  Turkish  tomato  paste  industry  is  very  dependent 
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on  exports.  In  1998,  Turkish  exports  of  tomato 
paste  are  forecast  at  175,000  tons,  up  55  percent 
from  last  year's  due  to  increased  supplies.  In  recent 
years,  exports  of  paste  to  traditional  markets,  mainly 
Algeria  and  Libya  have  declined  sharply,  as  a  result 
of  problems  in  the  importing  countries  and  partly  as 
a  result  of  reduced  supply.  Other  important  Turkish 
tomato  paste  markets  include:  Japan,  Russia,  United 
Kingdom,  Germany,  Ukraine,  Saudi  Arabia,  Poland, 
Switzerland  and  Norway. 

In  France,  production  of  processing  tomatoes  in 
1  998  is  forecast  at  300,000  tons,  up  5  percent  from 
the  revised  1997  level,  due  mainly  to  increased 
deliveries  of  fresh  tomatoes  to  processors. 
Production  of  tomato  paste  in  1998  is  forecast  at 
47,000  tons,  up  4  percent  from  the  revised  level  in 
1997.  French  production  of  canned  tomatoes  in 
1998  is  forecast  at  38,500  tons,  unchanged  from 
1997. 

France  is  a  net  importer  of  both  canned  tomatoes 
and  tomato  paste,  with  bulk  of  all  imports  coming 
from  EU  countries,  mainly  Italy  and  Spain. 

In  Israel,  production  of  processing  tomatoes  in  1998 
is  forecast  at  293,000  tons,  up  66  percent  from  the 
revised  weather  damaged  crop  in  1997. 

Production  of  tomato  paste  in  Israel  in  1998  is 
forecast  at  34,000  tons,  up  89  percent. 

In  Israel,  canned  processing  products  include:  whole 
and  diced  peeled  tomatoes,  tomato  paste  and  puree, 
tomato  juice,  ketchup  and  pizza  sauces.  Most  Israeli 
tomato  processors  produce  the  whole  range  of 
tomato  products.

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World  Fresh  Citrus  Situation 


Fresh  citrus  production  in  selected  countries  in  1997/98  is  forecast  at  69.8  million 
metric  tons,  2  percent  below  the  previous  year's  output.  An  expected  3.8  million 
ton  decrease  in  Brazilian  citrus  production  (all  oranges)  will  more  than  offset  larger 
harvests  in  Spain  and  the  United  States.  The  lower  production  is  expected  to 
reduce  sharply  the  amount  of  oranges  processed.  The  amount  of  citrus  expected 
to  be  processed  in  1997/98  is  forecast  at  27.8  million  tons,  down  10  percent  from 
the  previous  year.  Selected  country  fresh  citrus  exports  in  1997/98,  however,  are 
forecast  to  increase  2  percent  to  a  record  8.27  million  metric  tons.  Increased 
exports  from  Spain,  the  world's  largest  citrus  exporter,  and  Morocco  will  likely  more 
than  offset  lower  exports  from  the  United  States.  The  strong  U.S.  dollar  and  the 
weaker  economy  in  Japan  are  adversely  affecting  U.S.  exports. 


Brazil 

The  total  Brazilian  citrus  crop  in  1998 
(harvested  June  1998  to  about  April  1999)  is 
forecast  at  16.6  million  metric  tons,  down  19 
percent  from  the  1997  estimate.  Total  fresh 
orange  production  in  1998  is  forecast  at  1 5 
million  tons,  down  21  percent  from  the 
previous  year.  In  Sao  Paulo,  the  main 
producing  state  of  fresh  oranges,  production  is 
expected  to  decrease  24  percent,  to  320 
million  40.8  kilogram  boxes.  Production  in 
other  citrus  producing  regions  is  also  forecast 
to  be  down.  The  decrease  in  Sao  Paulo 
production  is  attributed  to  unfavorable 
weather,  reduced  grove  care,  disease  related 
problems,  and  orange  trees  being 
physiologically  stressed  from  the  previous 
year's  record  harvest. 

The  flowering  season  in  Sao  Paulo  was 
characterized  by  multiple  blooms  (July/August 
1997  to  January  1998)  due  to  unfavorable 
weather.  The  orange  harvest,  which  has 
already  begun,  and  is  expected  to  be  extended 
until  March/April  1999.  Excess  rains  in  June 
1997  stimulated  an  early  flowering  of  the 
"Hamlin"  and  "Pera  Rio"  varieties  in 
July/August.  Dry  and  hot  weather  from  August 
to  mid-September  damaged  the  fruit  setting 
resulting  from  the  first  flowering.  As  a  result  of 


the  unfavorable  weather,  the  mid-season  "Pera 
Rio"  variety  had  four  blooms  from  August 
through  January  due  to  the  unfavorable 
weather.  The  late  season  varieties  ("Natal  and 
Valencia")  had  average  blooming  and  fruit 
setting.  However,  these  varieties  are 
predominantly  in  the  off-year  of  the  bi-annual 
production  cycle,  due  to  last  season's  large 
harvest. 

The  smaller  orange  production  is  also  related  to 
below  average  crop  management  of  the  groves 
during  the  past  few  years,  due  to  low  frozen 
concentrate  orange  juice  (FCOJ)  prices.  Trees 
have  been  eradicated  to  some  extent  because 
growers  are  not  interested  in  investing  in  their 
groves.  The  number  of  citrus  growers  has  been 
diminishing,  with  inefficient  ones  being  forced 
out  of  business.  In  addition,  disease-related 
problems  will  also  contribute  in  a  minor  extent 
to  the  expected  smaller  orange  crop.  Infected 
non-bearing  trees  which  were  likely  to  bear  this 
season  will  not,  due  to  the  Citrus  Chlorosis 
Variegated  (CVC)  disease.  Moreover,  some 
producers  were  forced  to  eradicate  groves,  due 
to  the  presence  of  citrus  canker  disease. 

Less  oranges  are  expected  to  be  processed 
based  on  the  expected  smaller  harvest.  The 
amount  of  oranges  expected  to  be  processed  in 
Brazil  in  1998  is  forecast  at  9.3  million  metric 
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tons,  31  percent  below  the  previous  year's 
level.  See  orange  juice  feature  for  impact  on 
orange  juice  situation. 

United  States 

Total  citrus  production  in  the  United  States  in 
1997/98  is  forecast  at  a  record  16.5  million 
metric  tons,  6  percent  above  the  previous 
year's  output.  Larger  orange  and  lemon  crops 
more  than  offset  smaller  grapefruit  and 
tangerine  harvests.  Orange  production  in 
1997/98  is  estimated  at  a  record  12.8  million 
tons,  1 1  percent  above  the  previous  year's 
output.  Grapefruit  production  in  1997/98  is 
estimated  at  2.38  million  metric  tons,  down  9 
percent  from  the  previous  year's  record 
harvest. 

Total  U.S.  citrus  exports  in  1997/98  are 
forecast  at  1.15  million  metric  tons,  2  percent 
below  the  previous  forecast  and  6  percent 
below  the  previous  season's  shipments.  Lower 
grapefruit  exports  account  for  the  reduction  in 
the  total  citrus  export  forecast.  U.S.  grapefruit 
exports  to  date  (September  1997  to  April 
1998)  have  totaled  345,798  metric  tons,  16 
percent  below  last  year's  shipments  during  the 
same  time  period.  U.S.  grapefruit  exports  are 
down  primarily  due  to  the  strong  U.S.  dollar 
and  reduced  demand  from  Japan  because  of  a 
weaker  economy.  Japan  is  the  largest  U.S. 
grapefruit  market,  accounting  for  40  to  45 
percent  of  total  U.S.  exports.  U.S.  lemon 
exports  to  date  are  behind  last  season's  pace, 
also  due  primarily  to  reduced  sales  to  Japan. 
U.S.  orange  exports  to  date  (November  through 
April),  on  the  other  hand,  have  totaled  388,360 
tons,  3  percent  above  the  previous  season's 
pace,  based  on  a  sharp  increase  in  exports  to 
Hong  Kong. 

U.S.  citrus  for  processing  in  1997/98  is 
forecast  at  a  record  1 1 .8  million  metric  tons,  4 
percent  below  the  previous  forecast,  but  4 
percent  above  the  previous  year's  level. 

Spain 

The  1 997/98  citrus  crop  estimate  is  forecast  at 
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5.1  million  tons,  2  percent  above  the  previous 
forecast  and  20  percent  above  the  previous 
year's  output.  Some  trade  sources  indicate 
production  could  be  even  higher.  Spain's  citrus 
exports  in  1997/98  are  forecast  at  3.2  million 
tons,  7  percent  above  the  previous  forecast 
and  9  percent  above  the  previous  year's 
shipments  based  on  the  larger  harvests.  Spain 
is  the  world's  largest  citrus  exporter, 
accounting  for  nearly  40  percent  of  world 
exports. 

Australia 

Citrus  production  in  Australia  in  1998  is 
forecast  to  decrease  (corresponds  to  1997/98 
in  the  tables  in  the  statistical  section)  by  32 
percent  to  408,000  tons.  Unfavorable  hot  and 
dry  weather  and  removal  of  Valencia  trees  are 
the  reasons  for  the  decrease  in  production. 
Australian  citrus  exports  (mostly  oranges)  are 
expected  to  be  down  in  1998  due  to  reduced 
demand  from  some  Asian  markets.  Most  of 
Australia's  fresh  orange  exports  are  destined 
for  South  East  Asian  markets. 

Mexico 

The  citrus  production  estimate  for  1 997/98  has 
been  revised  down  by  5  percent  to  5.2  million 
tons,  but  is  still  higher  than  the  previous  year's 
output.  However,  the  forecast  for  the  amount 
of  oranges  expected  to  be  processed  in 
1997/98  has  been  increased  from  638,000  to 
878,000  tons  frozen  concentrate  orange  juice 
prices  have  improved  vis-a-vis  fresh  orange 
prices.  See  orange  juice  feature. 

No  significant  changes  to  other  countries  since 
last  reported.

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Orange  Juice  Situation  in  Selected  Countries 


Orange  juice  supplies  in  selected  countries  in  1997/98  (including  1998  production 
in  Southern  Hemisphere  countries)  are  forecast  at  2.83  million  metric  tons  (65 
degrees  brix),  5  percent  below  the  previous  year's  record  3.0  million  metric  tons. 
An  expected  sharp  decrease  in  Brazilian  orange  juice  production  will  likely  more  than 
offset  record  output  and  stocks  in  the  United  States.  The  United  States  is  expected 
to  surpass  Brazil  as  the  world's  top  orange  juice  producer  for  the  first  time  since 
1980/81.  Orange  juice  exports  from  selected  countries  in  1997/98  are  forecast  at 
1 .33  million  tons  -  -  1 2  percent  below  the  previous  season's  shipments.  Brazil,  the 
world's  largest  exporter,  is  expected  to  reduce  exports  by  16  percent,  more  than 
offsetting  likely  higher  exports  from  the  United  States  and  Mexico.  U.S.  orange 
juice  exports  are  currently  running  slightly  behind  last  year's  record  pace.  Reduced 
U.S.  shipments  to  date  to  Europe  account  for  the  decrease.  However,  U.S.  exports 
are  expected  to  increase  as  the  season  progresses. 


The  United  States  is  expected  to  be  the  world's 
largest  orange  juice  producer  in  1997/98, 
based  on  a  record  Florida  orange  crop  and  an 
expected  sharp  reduction  in  Sao  Paulo,  Brazil's 
orange  harvest.  The  United  States  is  expected 
to  account  for  about  49  percent  of  world 
orange  juice  production  in  1997/98.  Florida 
accounts  for  more  than  95  percent  of  U.S. 
production. 

U.S.  orange  juice  production  in  1997/98  is 
forecast  at  a  record  1.12  million  metric  tons,  1 
percent  below  the  previous  forecast,  but  8 
percent  above  the  previous  year's  output.  Less 
oranges  are  expected  to  be  processed  than 
earlier  forecast,  based  on  a  reduction  in  the 
Florida  orange  crop  from  earlier  forecast. 
However,  the  Florida  frozen  concentrate  orange 
juice  yield  forecast  has  been  increased  2 
percent  to  1.58  million  gallons  (42  degrees 
brix). 

The  United  States  is  the  world's  second  largest 
orange  juice  exporter.  Exports  in  1997/98  are 
forecast  at  a  record  1 1  5,000  tons,  1 0  percent 
above  last  season,  but  4  percent  below  the 
previous  forecast,  based  on  lower  exports  to 
date  than  earlier  expected.  U.S.  orange  juice 


exports  to  date  (December  1  997  to  April  1  998) 
are  running  13  percent  behind  last  year's  pace 
based  primarily  on  reduced  sales  to  Europe. 
U.S.  exports  are  expected  to  pick  up  the  pace 
as  the  year  progresses. 

U.S.  orange  juice  imports  in  1997/98  are 
expected  to  be  down  from  the  previous  year 
due  to  large  supplies.  Imports  to  date 
(December  1997  to  April  1998)  are  running  13 
percent  ahead  of  last  season's  pace. 

U.S.  orange  juice  stocks  are  forecast  to 
increase  25  percent  in  1997/98  based  on  the 
record  orange  juice  production. 

Brazil  is  expected  to  be  the  world's  second 
largest  orange  juice  producer  in  1997/98, 
accounting  for  more  than  40  percent  of  world 
production.  Brazil,  however,  is  the  world's 
largest  orange  juice  exporter,  accounting  for 
nearly  80  percent  of  world  shipments.  The 
state  of  Sao  Paulo  accounts  for  98  percent  of 
total  orange  juice  produced  and  exported  by 
Brazil. 

Brazil's  total  orange  juice  production  in  1998  is 
forecast  at  925,000  tons  (65  degrees  brix),  33 
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percent  below  the  previous  year's  output, 
based  on  an  expected  smaller  Sao  Paulo  orange 
harvest.  Orange  production  is  down  in  Sao 
Paulo  due  to  unfavorable  weather,  below 
average  crop  management,  disease  related 
problems,  and  the  orange  trees  being 
physiologically  stressed  from  the  previous 
year's  record  harvest.  Processing  is  expected  to 
decline  sharply  in  1998  because  of  the 
expected  smaller  orange  harvest.  The  marketing 
year  1998/99  processing  season  has  already 
started  and  could  be  extended  until  March/Aprl 
1999,  due  to  the  multiple  flowerings  that 
occurred  in  Sao  Paulo. 

Brazilian  orange  juice  exports  in  1 998  (Brazilian 
marketing  year  1998/99)  are  forecast  to 
decrease  by  1 6  percent  to  1 .045  million  metric 
tons,  based  on  the  expected  lower  production. 
However,  stocks  are  expected  to  be  drawn 
down  sharply,  partly  offsetting  the  lower 
production. 

See  Table  3  for  more  detail  on  the  Brazilian 
supply/demand  situation  for  oranges  and 
orange  juice. 

Mexico's  orange  juice  production  forecast  for 
1997/98  has  been  increased  by  60  percent  to 
a  record  66,000  tons.  More  oranges  are 
expected  to  be  processed  due  to  improved 
international  FCOJ  prices.  It  is  important  to 
note  that  FCOJ  production  in  Mexico  depends 
heavily  on  international  prices. 

Mexico's  orange  juice  exports  in  1997/98  are 
forecast  at  a  record  62,000  tons,  60  percent 
above  the  previous  forecast  and  47  percent 
above  the  previous  year's  shipments.  Mexico's 
major  export  market  is  the  United  States,  with 
smaller  amounts  expected  to  be  shipped  to 
Japan  and  Europe. 

No  significant  changes  to  other  countries  since 
reported.
